Senate D em ocrats told the R e­ 
publicans today to do som ething 
next week on the disputed election 
of Sen. Dennis Chavez ( D N M ). 
If the Republicans don’t m ove to 
wind up the long-hanging dispute, 
the D em ocrats announced that they 
will. 
The D em ocratic

m and was announced by E arle C. 
C lem ents (D Ky ), party whip, aft- 
gaining about IOO p er cent du ring er a caucus lasting an hour and 
the past two m onths. 
And for o u r a half.
